Memorandum  to  Eield  Leaders  on  Use  of  Army  Radio  System 

for  Sending  Messages 


A  copy  of  P.B.A.  Circular  Uo .  212  of  August  25,  1932,  on  addressing 
telegrams  sent  by  Army  radio  system  is  inclosed  for  your  information,  as  is 
also  P.B.A.  Circular  No.  221  of  January  7,  1933,  with  attached  map  referred 
to  therein. 


Aside  from  communications  between  Washington,  D.  C.  and  points  in 
Alaska  very  little  use  has  thus  far  been  made  by  this  bureau  of  the  army  radio 
service.  This  is  a  means  of  saving  Government  funds  and  if  it  is  practicable 
to  utilize  this  service  in  the  sending  of  messages  to  and  from  Washington  and 
from  point  to  point  in  the  field  this  should  be  done.  Although  no  mandatory 
instructions  have  been  issued  it  is  the  desire  of  the  Chief  Coordinator,  and 
of  the  Department  as  set  forth  in  P.B.A.  Circular  Ho.  62  of  March  9,  1927,  that 
the  Government  radio  service  be  used  to  the  fullest  extent  possible.  The  use 
of  this  service  was  called  to  the  attention  of  the  field  offices  at  the  time 
P.B.A.  Circular  62  was  distributed,  but  for  some  reason  it  has  apparently  not 
been  found  desirable  to  use  the  service.  With  the  further  information  and 
instructions  herewith,  those  located  within  reasonable  distance  of  radio  com¬ 
munication  centers  should  give  the  question  of  their  use  careful  considera¬ 
tion.  Where  it  is  important  that  messages  be  transmitted  with  the  least  pos¬ 
sible  delay  the  commercial  telegraph  service  can  continue  to  be  used  although 
other  messages  are  sent  via  army  radio. 

There  will  be  no  difficulty  in  the  sending  of  messages  from  Washington, 
D.  C.  via  army  radio.  The  real  question  is  that  of  facilities  for  handling 
incoming  and  outgoing  messages  at  field  points  and  whether  the  delay  in  trans¬ 
mission  and  delivery  of  the  messages,  if  there  is  a  delay,  will  make  any 
material  difference.  It  is  desired  that  field  leaders  ascertain  so  far  as 
practicable  as  to  the  arrangements  for  receiving  and  sending  radio  messages 
through  army  radio  stations  and  to  try  out  this  service  so  far  as  it  is  prac¬ 
ticable  to  do  so.  Those  located  in  close  proximity  to  such  stations  should  be 
able  to  ascertain  without  much  difficulty  what  arrangements  can  be  made.  After 
information  ha.s  been  secured  on  this  -point  this  office  should  be  advised  and 
if  it  is  found  practicable  to  send  radio  messages  from  Washington  via  the  army 
radio  this  plan  will  be  adopted.  In  canes  where  messages  are  sent  to  the 
Washington  office  by  radio  it  is  suggested  that  on  the  confirmation  copy  of 
message  the  date  and  hour  of  filing  same  be  noted  so  that  we  can  check  up  in 
this  office  as  to  the  length  of  time  required  for  the  transmission  of  the 
message .

The  attached  is  a  reproduction  of  a  map  showing 
the  location  of  war  Department  Radio  and  Leased  line 
stations,  with  appropriate  instructions  for  the  routing 
of  messages  from  field  stations  of  the  department  to 
Washington  or  other  points  in  the  field. 

This  drawing  supersedes  the  list  of  stations  which 
was  attached  to  p.  B.  A.  Circular  Ho.  212  and  the  instruc¬ 
tion  which  is  self-explanatory  indicates  the  proper  rout¬ 
ing  of  government  messages  to  effect  the  most  in  the  way 
of  economy  and  to  a, void  unnecessary  relays,  which  retards 
the  service. 


If  the  commercial  telegraph  rate  is  the  same  from 
the  field  station  or  originating  station  to  stations  marked 
with  a  ring  and  those  marked  with  a  "black  dot,  send  your 
telegrams  to  stations  marked  with  the  black  dot.  Rates 
can  oc  obtained  from  your  local  telegraph  office..

Federal  agencies 
in  the  field  to  the  nearest  Army  radio  gfratibn  for  relay  by  the 
Amy  radio  system  to  destination  have,  been:  -incorrect  in  that 
more  information  was  placed  in  the  address  than  was  necessary 
to  insure  del  ivory  hy-. the  commercial  telegraph  company  to  the 
radio  station*  An  address  should  insure  of  the  proper  delivery 
of  the  message  to  -  \t S-,  destination  and  no  more.  As  far  as  the 
telegraph  conn  any  is  concerned  the  destination  is  the  Amy  radio 
station  to  which-  it  is  sent.  Some  difficulty  has  been  exper¬ 
ienced  in,  the  •  charge s  for  non-essential  extra  words  in  the  ad¬ 
dress,  and  in  order  to  adopt  a  uniform  system  for  all  Federal 
agencies  using  the  Amy  radio  net,  it  is  recommended  that  the 
following  system  be  used  by  your  department.
